San Francisco, Cal., November 16. — Captain Ken- 
nedy, St. Avon and Fancy, half of the entire field 
of starters running in the second race at Oakland 
today, fell in quick succession on the far turn with 
resultant possibly fatal injuries to the first-named 
horse and his rider. C. Ross, one of the best light- 
weight jockeys on the coast. St. Avon and Fancy, 
with their respective riders, Vainlusen and W. P. 
Holmes, esc*ai>ed practically unhurt. Ross was 
quickly conveyed in an ambulance to the track hos- 
pital, where an examination disclosed that he was 
suffering from concussion of the brain and a fracture 
of the «*ollarbone. 

Captain Kennedy, which started a heavily barked 
favorite, was running in second place when be 
stumbled and fell with such force that lie emerged 
from the race with a fractured jaw, front teeth 
knocked out and badly bruised knees aud bleeding 
internally. This summary removal of the three 
public choices left the outsiders to come on and fill 
the places at the finish. 

Frank Flittner, the chief attraction in the fourth 
raie, was withdrawn, which reduced the card’s 
feature to only three starters. Astronomer, Cadichon 
and Deutschland. Astronomer, a magnificent cripple, 
vanquished bis opponents in game fashion, reward- 
ing a legion of backers. Frank Flittner came out 
of his morning exercise with a split foot and J. I). 
Millin asked Judge Hopper to excuse him as be 
feared a i>ossible defeat in the race. 

^ The card was of excellent quality despite its lack 
of stake features and its running throughout de- 
veloped unusually foruiful results, four favorites, one- 
second choice aud an outsider monopolizing the 
honors. 

A mildly sensational aftermath, involving a jock- 
ey’s valet, followed the running of the handicap ou 
Saturday. It seems that trainer Holla Colston com- 
plained to the stewards that Jeanne d’Arc’s defeat 
was brought about by Sw'eet’s unauthorized and ill 
advised use of the whip at a critical point in that 
race. No jockey has ever been allowed to ride 
Jeanne d’Arc with whip and spur, both l»eing abso- 
lutely prohibited because of their killing effect on 
the filly. Despite Colston’s strict injunctions the 
man who acted as valet for jockey Sweet slipped 
the latter a wiiip at the last moment. Its free 
application midway of the stretch caused Jeanne 
d’Arc to swerve obliquely to the inside and sulk be- 
hind the leader and ultimate winner, Fitz Herl>ert, 
just when she loomed up a menacing contender. 

King Janies, the star three-year-old here, which 
pulled up slightly lame recently, is again in strong 
work aud going as sound as a brass bell. 

Dr. Rowell disposed of liis horse, Corrigan, at 
private sale today. Irwin Bros, wore the purchasers. 

Ileronia also changed hands, L. Stock buying her. 

Mose Goldblatt left three yearlings behind. These 
will Ik* shipped out here later on. Ormuz was turned 
out for the winter before be left Kentucky. 

One of the yearlings in Max Ilirsch’s consignment 
died this morning. 

K. W. Hoffuer stated today that the loss of 
Killcreen, the mainstay of liis small stable, was 
irreparable. Both Killcreen anti Spooner were ser- 
iously ill w’hile passing through Chicago. The lat- 
ter’s temperature was 1051 and his recovery is 
miraculous. This fast three-year-old was on the 
track this morning seemingly none the worse for his 
experience. 

A. G. Blakeley's horses shipped in excellent con 
dition and some of them w’ill be raced next week. 
Arasee w’as coughing en route, but is over that. 
Mr. Blakeley said that the track proper was in 
better condition than at any time since it was built, 
and predicts that all existing American records will 
be smashed during the comiug season. 

('buries B. Phillips, Pinkerton detective, made 
three important arrests at the track on Saturday 
when be took Charles Phillips, Morris and Sam 
Schlesinger, all from New’ York, into custody.

JUDGE HOPPER GIVEN A FREE HAND. 

San Francisco, Cal., November 16. — In order that 
Presiding Judge Hopper may have every opportunity 
of carrying out his ideas for the betterment of turf 
conditions on the Pacific coast in so far as riders 
and trainers are concerned. President T. H. Wil- 
liams, before his departure for Mexico Sunday, ap- 
pointed Judge Hopper to sit for him on the licensing 
committee of the Pacific Jockey Club. Ever since 
his arrival from Kentucky Judge Hopper has been 
engaged In carefully scrutinizing applications for 
jockey and training licenses. 

While no official announcement has been made, it 
is understood in turf circles that the powers that be 
have decided to hold up the licenses of several appli- 
cants who have failed to come up to the standard of 
Integrity and ability that is demanded this season. 
The boys who were suspended here last winter and 
at Seattle during the summer are likely to remain ou 
the ground indefinitely, according to the general un- 
derstanding of the situation, and it is further re- 
ported that certain riders who were reinstated last 
winter are to be given to understand that their room 
Is preferable to their company. It is known that 
Judge Hamilton, who presides at Arcadia, has been

It is also announced that 
Celia Bros, will join Corrigan here, and that the 
three will confer with local racing magnates as to 
the possibility of starting the runners this winter. 

Meanwhile the Louisiana Raeing and Driving Club, 
which o|>erates the half-mile track, is preparing to 
start operations on Thanksgiving day. Many horse- 
men are now’ here in an unset tied state of mind, un- 
decided whether to go to Cuba or the Pacific coast.

chestnut filly, by Star Shoot — Homebody. The last 
named four have been in the stable of Robert 
Frakes. Each of the five has shown an eighth in 
better than 12 seconds. 

Handspring, chestnut son of Hanover and My 
Favorite, belonging to the Millstreain Stud, is ou 
bis w'ay to New York to take a steamer for Eng 
laud, where he will Ik* sold In the December sales. 
Handspring was a good race horse and among his 
victories were the Double Event aud Brooklyn Derby. 
He has sired many good racers, including Major 
Daingerfield.

The twenty-eight Eliuendorf mares intended 
for sale In England in December, left here today iu 
charge of Jack Morgan. 

DEATH OF TURFMAN’ S WIFE. 

Los Angeles, November 16.— “Kansas'* Price re 
ceived a letter from his sister-in-law yesterday con- 
veying the news that his W’ife had died of asphyxia- 
tion and had been buried at her former home. Ben- 
ton, Ark., several days ago. Telegrams had been 
sent to him at Seattle aud Emeryville, but never 
were delivered, as he w’as at Santa Anita, hence he 
did not know of the death of his w*ife until she was 
buried. They passed the summer at Seattle, occu- 
pying a cottage as their temporary home, and when 
the Meadows season closed she went east to visit 
relatives and friends, intending to join her husband 
at Los Angeles about opening day. She left New 
York several days ago for Los Angeles, going via 
Albany, wrhere she stopped to visit friends and W’as 
asphyxiated at the home of her friends in that city. 
A leaky gas jet permitted the gas to escape and 
when the family awoke next morning the odor at- 
tracted their attention. Investigation enabled them 
to find Mrs. Price in a dying condition aud beyond 



medical aid. When Price could not be reached by 
wire she was buried at the old home at Benton and 
a forwarded letter finally conveyed the news to him. 
Mrs. Price left $5,000 life insurance, payable to her 
mother, and some real estate, which also stands In 
the name of her mother.

Mr. Smith will be 
busy in the next few days getting out the book of 
conditions for the first two weeks. 

George Rose, one of the prime factors in local 
racing and a big stockholder at Santa Anita Park, 
got in last Friday night, ne emphatically denied 
any trouble with Cy Merrick regarding the field book 
privilege and says that this matter will be amicably 
settled iu a day or two. Rose, contrary to his usual 
custom of booking the first few weeks at Oakland, 
will not go there this year, but will remain here and 
look after his interests iu the local track. He ex- 
pects twenty books to draw in here ou the opening 
day. 

The season boxes in the grandstand are fast being 
taken. Charles G. Gates, son of John W. Gates, 
being the latest to procure one, getting loge 5, ex- 
actly opposite the judges’ stand. He says his father 
will be here all through January. 

The latest eastern arrival is John Powers from New 
York, who brought a carload of horses with him. 
In the band were Yankee Daughter. Trois Temp and 
Saracinesca, lielonging to Archie Zimmer; Heknows, 
Yorkist and a Lamplighter filly owned by T. W. 
Coulter; George P. Brazier’s Tom McGrath and 
Notasulga. Golden Pearl, Top Note, Berger and 
Beauclere. 

Jack Atkins, who will represent Barney Schrelber 
at Santa Anita this winter, returned here from Oak- 
land this morning and says that at least thirty hooka 
will draw in there by the end of the week. He 
claims that the scarcity of lx>oks there at the sec- 
ond cut-in was owing to heavy losses by a number 
of the peneilers. who withdrew. Many eastern liookies 
are expected there in the next few days.

Jack Keene has arrived at St. Petersburg from 
Japan and will shortly proceed to Warsaw, where 
he expects to obtain an opening as trainer for one 
of the big Russian stables. 

C. Russell. O. A. Bianehi’s apprentice rider, has 
failed to make a good impression on the racegoers 
at Oakland, his rides on Military Man and Remem- 
ber displaying little ability. 

Sewell’s troublesome ankles appear to Improve 
fvith each succeeding race and trainer Miller, of the 
El Nido Stable, now entertains hope that the horse 
will stand a long winter campaign.
